Two new schemes hope to provide community transport

TWO community schemes are hoping 
to plug the gap left by a major cut in 
council Dial-a-Ride services. 

They will provide minibuses, volunteer car 
drivers and information in the wake of the 
cuts to the door-to-door service. 

Until April, there were five to seven buses 
taking OAPs and the disabled on essential 
local trips around north Oxfordshire each 
day. ButCherwell District Council cut spend¬ 
ing from £187,500 a year to £30,000, with 
Oxfordshire County Council putting in about 
the same. 

The cut - blamed on the Government's 
spending squeeze - means Cherwell now

gets one bus for two days and two buses for 
three. 

It also saw the closure of Banburyshire 
Community Transport (BCTA), because it lost 
the contract to run Cherwell's Dial-a-Ride. 

This meant the loss of BCTA's private serv¬ 
ice for group bookings. 

But former employees have now bought 
two BCTA buses and have been given access 
to two more to provide trips away. 

A spokesman for the new Banbury Assisted

Road signs to 
be reviewed 

■ BANBURY: Road chiefs 
have said signs will be 
reviewed across the town 
following concerns from 
Banbury Town Council. 

The town council said 
signage was not adequate for 
through traffic, for example 
the Oxford Road takes people 
to Adderbury and not Oxford. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council said it already 
planned to review signs to 
"ensure consistency". 

But that will depend on 
Cherwell District Council 
completing a "Banbury 
Masterplan" review of traffic 
flows in the town. 

Burglar raids

Inquest told 
of accident 

■ CHIPPING NORTON: A 
96-year-old woman suffering 
from osteoporosis died two 
weeks after being released 
from hospital. 

Josephine Hill was found 
dead at her home in Shepard 
Way on June 6. She had fallen 
on April 13 and was found to 
have a number of back 
fractures but, following 
rehabilitation, was sent home 
from hospital on May 24. 

At an inquest in Oxford on 
Wednesday, August 29, 
coroner Alison Thompson said 
she died as the result of "an 
accidental injury aggravating 
a natural disease 
progression".

The event began with a procession of 
Town Criers walking from the hotel to the 
High Street, with the championship taking 
place in the bandstand. 

Contestants were judged on two cries 
and this year's categories were 'what hap¬ 
pened on this day' and 'which Olympian 
would you be'. 

The event coincided with Banbury's 20th 
annual charity Street Organ Festival. 

Throughout the day street organists 
dressed in Victorian costumes, played pop¬ 
ular tunes and shook collection tins for 
Banbury-based Dogs for the Disabled. 

In its 20-year history, the contest has

raised about £120,000 for local charities. 

A spokesman for Banbury Town Council 
said: "Over the last few years this event has 
grown in stature, colour and sound. 

"Town Criers from the far corners of 
Great Britain and a few from overseas come 
here to cry about their own towns and an 
agreed subject." 

Town Crier for Oxford, Banbury and 
Chipping Norton, Anthony Church, said: 
"Everyone had a super day and the overall 
winner was Adrian Holmes, a Town Crier 
from Sandwell, near Birmingham. 

"Everyone in the town seemed to enjoy 
the contest and quite a large crowd gath¬ 
ered to watch the criers." 

In July, Mr Church organised a competi¬ 
tion in Oxford to celebrate 60 years of the 
Queen's reign. Thirteen town criers took 
part including those from Walsall, 
Kidderminster, Yeovil and Swindon.

Transport Scheme said: "Users were left high 
and dry with no transport. This gives the com¬ 
munity their community transport back." 

Volunteers are running the service and it is 
hoped grants will mean users will not be 
charged. 

Among the users is Sheila Speakman, 80, 
who went with 15 others to Dorchester and 
Poole last month. 

The Union Street resident said: "At least you 
have something to hold on to and something 
to work with." 

She said she struggled to get a Dial-a-Ride 
booking for local trips and is paying £8 taxi 
fares for supermarket trips, adding: "There are 
more elderly people now. You don't want to 
reduce the service, you need to increase it." 


Brooklands Nursing Home in Old Parr Road 
has bought two of BCTA's buses and is letting 
the new group use them. 

Proprietor Mark Taylor said he was "very 
upset" when BCTA closed and buses have 
gone on trips to Yarnton and Leamington Spa. 

Meanwhile, the CAB has been given district 
council cash to help residents get in touch 
with volunteer transport providers. 

The charity - which last week extended its 
Cornhill offices-will also setup new car shar¬ 
ing schemes where needed. 

Trustee Diane Cogan said: "The changes to 
the Dial-a-Ride service and the closure of 
BCTA have brought about challenges, particu¬ 
larly for people with mobility problems. 

"It can be extremely unsettling, not know¬ 
ing how you will manage to do your shopping 


or get to a medical appointment," she added. 

To request help or to volunteer, call the CAB 
on 0845 815 0087. 

County council deputy leader Rodney Rose 
welcomed the developments and defended 
the new Dial-a-Ride service, which is free to 
free bus pass holders and is now run by the 
council. 

Eligibility criteria had been tightened so 
"we are keeping with those that absolutely 
need it", he said. 

Banbury resident Dot Wilkins, 84, feared 
she would no longer get the service to visit 
husband Arthur, 89, in an Adderbury nursing 
home. 

But she still gets the service, and said: "They 
have been so helpful, I have no qualms about 
it."

■ Exhibitions show where council wants 3,500 homes near Banbury 

Cherwells housing 
plans go on display 


RESIDENTS will be able to visit exhi¬ 
bitions in the next month on contro¬ 
versial plans for more than 3,500 
new homes around Banbury. 

Cherwell District Council has launched 
its final round of consultation on where it 
thinks major new developments should 
go by 2031. It hopes that by earmarking 
16,750 homes across Cherwell, it will 
have a sounder legal basis to refuse inap¬ 
propriate sites. 

All sites have been previously 
announced by the council and final pro¬ 
posals will go to an independent public 
inquiry next year. 

The sites include 1,050 homes at 
Canalside, to the west of the train line by 
Bridge Street in Banbury town centre.

It also proposes 800 homes at 
Hardwick Farm, either side of Southam 
Road, north of the Dukes Meadow Drive 
roundabout. 

A further 400 are proposed west of the 
Bretch Hill estate and 400 off Oxford 
Road to the south of Banbury. 

Adderbury, Ambrosden, Bodicote, 
Bloxham, Deddington and Launton will 
share 500 homes. 

Cropredy, Hook 
Norton, Sibford Gower, 

Sibford Ferris, Fritwell 
and Steeple Aston will 
take 189 between them. 

An action group is 


fighting plans for 400 homes north of 
Hanwell Fields, off the Warwick Road 
and Dukes Meadow Drive. 

Spokesman Antony Watts said: "It 
seems that CDC is bowing to pressure 
from developers or land bankers to name 
sites they claim are good for housing 
round Banbury." 

He said Labour housing targets had 
been abolished, but CDC lead member 
for planning Michael Gibbard said the 
council was still bound by these. 


He said the plan was aimed at boosting 
the economy and puts most development 
in Bicester and Banbury while limiting 
plans in rural areas, yet putting homes in 
"larger and more sustainable villages". 

The consultation runs to October 10 
and Banbury exhibitions will be held at:

Baldry calls 
for Banbury 
to be made 
a bit smaller

BANBURY constituency 
must be made smaller, its 
MP told Nick Clegg - despite 
professing love for all its res¬ 
idents. 

Sir Tony Baldry told the 
Deputy Prime Minister the seat 
must be cut as part of UK 
reforms to create similar sized 
constituencies. 

Addressing Mr Clegg in the 
Commons, Sir Tony said: "Why 
does the Deputy Prime Minister 
not believe that those who make 
the laws should be elected by 
constituencies of approximately 
equal numbers of electors? 

"By the time of the next 
General Election, my constituen¬ 
cy will be approximately 90,000 
electors. 

"I love them all dearly and I 
am very proud to represent them 
all, but what possible Justifica¬ 


tion can there be for a number of 
constituencies in this House to 
have 90,000 or more electors, 
and a number of Members of this 
House to represent 60,000 or 
fewer constituents? How is that 
fair?" 

But Mr Clegg said he would 
not support the boundary 
changes as the Tories had pulled 
out of House of Lords reform. 

They were pledges in the 
Coalition agreement of 2010 and 
Mr Clegg said he backed both in 
principle. 

But he said on Monday that he 
would not "enter into a sort of 
arbitrary pick-and-choose 
process where one party baulks 
at something and the other party 
must nonetheless vote for things 
which are not very appetising or 
popular with that party". 

The Boundary Commission 
has proposed putting Banbury's 
Ambrosden, Chesterton and 
Launton into Henley constituen¬ 
cy, giving it 79,576 electors. 


Lightbulbs deadline 


SHOPKEEPERS in Oxfordshire 
have two years to shift their stock 
of traditional incandescent light- 
bulbs. 

Four years ago the EU ruled 
the old-style bulbs were energy 
inefficient. In September 2009 
the 100W bulb was banned, fol¬ 
lowed by the 75W bulb in 2010 
and the 60W last September. 

From Saturday, retailers are 


banned from purchasing any 
old-style bulbs 40W and under, 
and the EU has given shopkeep¬ 
ers two years to shift their stock. 

The European legislation only 
restricts the sale of incandescent 
bulbs for "domestic" use. 

Shopkeepers said there had 
been no last-minute rush but 
added customers had been 
stockpiling for some time.

Company looking at 
airport for Banbury

CHANCELLOR George Osborne said 
"all options" need to be looked at to 
increase airport capacity in the 
South East, after reports a consor¬ 
tium could build a four-runway air¬ 
port in Banbury. 

But Mr Osborne this week said he had 
also not ruled out a controversial third 
runway at Heathrow Airport to deal with 
growing demand. 

The Chancellor spoke out as it was 
reported in The Independent on Sunday 
that an unnamed group of British business¬ 
es had commissioned a "world-leading 
infrastructure firm" to assess potential sites 
to the west and north of London which 
could rival, or even replace, Heathrow. 

The paper claimed the consortium had 
opened talks with Chinese sovereign 
wealth funds over the financing of the 
project, which could cost between £40bn 
to £60bn. 

And it named Banbury and Twyford in 
Berkshire as two possible locations, to link 


up with rail connections to London. 

The report came as Transport Secretary 
Justine Greening is preparing to launch a 
major consultation on future airport 
expansion, amid warnings that the country 
cannot carry on with the present level of 
provision. 

According to the Sunday newspaper, 
the feasibility study is being carried out by 
a firm of specialist engineers "who have 
worked on major aviation projects in 
North and Latin America". 

They were said to have been asked to 
evaluate flat tracts of land which could 
take such a large development, with the 
sites in Banbury and Berkshire potentially 
in the frame. 

Department for Transport spokesman 
Jon Rhodes said: "In the medium term the 
UK does face a capacity challenge, espe¬ 
cially in the South East, and it is this chal¬ 
lenge we will seek to address in the call 
for evidence later this year. It is important 
that we get this right to ensure that the avi¬ 
ation industry and wider business commu¬ 
nity have the certainty they need to take 
long-term investment decisions."

SOME women join baby groups 
to battle the loneliness and iso¬ 
lation of new motherhood.

Drink-driver took car after burglary 


A MAN found drunkenly slouched in the driver's seat of 
a Ford Fiesta had stolen it in a burglary hours earlier. 

Ricky Clanfield was jailed for a year at Oxford Crown 
Court on Monday for a series of offences. 

Prosecutor Tim Boswell said the 30-year-old had split 
from his girlfriend on August 3 and was out in Chipping 
Norton that evening having been drinking heavily. 

At some point that night Clanfield broke into a house 
in Alfred Terrace and stole a handbag and the keys to a 
Ford Fiesta. 

The following day a police officer spotted the car 
being driven towards Chipping Norton town centre and 
pulled it over. 

Finding Clanfield "slouched in the driver's seat, with 


bloodshot eyes and looking spaced out", the officer took 
the keys and arrested the driver. 

He was found to be over twice the drink-drive limit. 

Clanfield, who admitted drink-driving, burglary, taking 
a vehicle without consent, driving without insurance and 
driving without a licence, has two previous convictions 
for drink-driving and one previous burglary to his name. 

Stephen Parker, defending, said his client, of no fixed 
address, had beaten a heroin addiction but struggled to 
deal with his alcohol problem, which had been exacer¬ 
bated by the death of his father and death of a friend in 
a car crash. 

Clanfield was jailed for a year and banned from driv¬ 
ing for four years.

GCSE re-sit veto is 
criticised by heads

HEADTEACHERS last week said 
they were dismayed by the deci¬ 
sion not to re-mark controversial 
English GCSEs. 

On August 30, exams regulator Ofqal 
said papers for those who took the exam 
in January were marked too leniently. 

Grade boundaries were changed for 
those who took it in June, but Ofqal said 
these were marked fairly. 

Pupils can re-sit them in November, 
the regulator said, but grade boundaries 
will remain the same. 

Last week headteachers said it was 
unfair for two sets of pupils to be 
marked differently. 

Dr Fiona Hammans, headteacher at 
Banbury Academy, formerly Banbury 
School, urged re-marking for about 20 
of her pupils. 

The re-sits are too late, she said, as 
pupils have had to make a decision on 
their step into further education. 

She said: "It is a right mess. 

"I know of some youngsters who have 
not got the course they were expecting

because they didn't have their English 
C. Children's life plans have taken a 
very different turn." 

Chris Wild, headteacher at 
Abingdon's Larkmead School, said: "I 
am really disappointed. 

"A November re-sit is not going to be 
practical for schools or students. There is 
no ability to re-prepare them for the 
exam. 

"They should revert to the January 
grade boundaries." 

It is the first year pupils took a 
reformed English GCSE, where they 
took English language, literature or a 
combined course. 

Ofqal said examiners were "better 
equipped" to mark June's papers as 
more took them than in January. 

But it said re-grading June exams 
would "contradict our responsibility to 
maintain standards over time". 

Re-marked grades would also not be 
comparable with previous years, it said.

Call for more to be done to improve the gender balance 


Men outnumber 


women in councils 


NOT enough is being done to 
encourage women to come for¬ 
ward for top council jobs, it has 
been claimed 

Only six of the 26 most senior coun¬ 
cil officers across Oxfordshire are 
women, and only 13 of the 46 cabinet 
or executive posts are held by female 
councillors. 

West Oxfordshire District Council 
(WODC) currently has the worst gen¬ 
der balance. None of the authority's 
cabinet, 13 sub-committee chairmen 
or its most senior officers are women. 

Cherwell District Council doesn't 
fare well either, with only one of 10 
executive posts held by a woman, and 
only one of the four most senior offi¬ 
cers being female. 

In comparison, Oxfordshire County 
Council has four women on its nine-

strong cabinet, while four of the six 
cabinet members at South Oxfordshire 
District Council are women. 

Liz Leffman, Lib Dem member for 
Charlbury and Finstock on WODC, 
said: "I was startled to discover there 
were no women in the cabinet. 

"At least 50 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion is female and they bring a different 
perspective, but they are not represent¬ 
ed in West Oxfordshire." 

WODC deputy leader Mark Booty 
said there had been female cabinet 
members at the council in the past. 

He said: "It is about bringing in the 
people that will bring the best for the 
electorate, whatever race, creed or sex 
they are." 


Booty said councillor Verena 
Hunt had stepped down from the cab¬ 
inet in May for health reasons and the 
position had not been replaced to save 
money. 

Chief executive David Neudegg 
said: "At the moment having no female 
directors is just a snapshot in time. Our 
policy is to appoint openly and fairly, 
to ensure we get the best candidate for 
the job." 

Les Sibley, Labour Cherwell District 
Council member for Bicester West, 
said more women were becoming 
involved in local politics. 

He said: "There has been a small 
improvement of the gender balance. 
There are more and more women can¬ 
didates coming forward." 

"More should be done to encourage 
women to put themselves forward as 


candidates, but there may be other 
external issues which stop them from 
being part of that process." 

Oxford City Council only has one of 
four female senior officers and only 
two of the 10 executive board mem¬ 
bers are women. 

Mr Booty rejected the idea of all¬ 
women shortlists for council jobs or 
elections though. 

He said: "We owe it to everyone 
involved to recruit on talent. Any kind 
of shortlist like that is discrimination." 

WODC previously employed Cath 
James as strategic director for environ¬ 
ment, but she left the post last year. 

She was given a £110,000 pay-off as 
part of a compromise agreement, 
which means further claims cannot be 
brought through the courts or tri¬ 
bunals.

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Legendary shows come out 


of the Blues 


F OR a brief, glorious phase, 
Banbury throbbed with the 
Blues, thanks to The Swan in 
South Bar Street. 

For 18 months from 1968-69 the 
pub was the hub of a lively Blues 
scene with live shows attracting 
crowds of punters. 

And now, one of the musicians 
who rocked there regularly has a 
reprise in mind with The Blues Attic 
Revisited, this Saturday. 

The show at The Mill stars Shakey 
Vick's Blues Band, Salt, Honeyboy 
Hickling and the DTs, Gordon 
Smith and Alan Glen, Washboard 
Bill's Jug Stampers, Hokum Hotshots, 
The Last Gasp Spasm Band and Lee 
Bates and Billy Newton. 

Its organiser is Colin Sykes, one of 
the Banbury musicians who played 
at the club with the Colin James 
Blues Band. He said: "There have 
been many revival nights in town 
and lots of reminders of the Winter 
Gardens and how things were back 
then. So I looked into putting on a 
Blues Attic Revisited night. 

"We're all in our 60s now but 
I'm a bit of a silver surfer and I 
found some of the others involved."

Many of the musicians have 
played with various bands since the 
'60s. Shakey Vick played at Blues 
Attic four times and went on to 
work with many big-name US 
artists. The singer and harmonica 
player is joined on Saturday by 
Chris Youlden, Alan Vincent, Jim 
Mercer and Dino Coccia. 

Salt was a powerful blues rock 
band that played the Attic many 
times as well as Reading Festival 
and opened for Muddy Waters in 
London. Here Salt features Stevie 
Smith (Ruthless Blues), Mick Clarke 
and Stuart McDonald (Killing Floor) 
and Chris Sharley. 

Colin Sykes teams up once more 
with brothers Bill and Jim Plester to 
play some skiffle, blues and folk 
tunes in keeping with the tradition 
of the old Jug bands in Washboard 
Bill's Jug Stampers. 

Gordon Smith played the Attic in 
October '68. He was described by 
John Peel as 'the foremost white 
blues guitarist in the world' and 
was recorded by Blue Horizon with

S ATURDAY also 
boasts the 
return of superb 
Classic Clapton. 

Way more than a 
tribute band, the rock 
institution, also established in the 
1960s, has sold out Banbury's Mill 
twice. They perform their first gig at 
The Theatre, Chipping Norton. 

"It's a small, intimate venue, 
almost like you're playing to an 
audience in one room," says Eric's 
talented doppelganger Mike Hall. 
"And with us, our show has always 
been very much as much about the 
audience as it is about us." 

Unlike Clapton himself, who can 
be a somewhat taciturn live 
musician, the band have won rave 
reviews for their banter as well as 
spot-on takes on classics such as 
Layla , / Shot The Sheriff , Cocaine 
and Tears in Heaven in a friendly 
two-hour set.

F YOU were thrilled by 
Gareth Evans's bone¬ 
crunching action romp The 
Raid back in May, then Pete 
Travis's ultra-violent reboot of 
the 2000AD comic Judge 
Dredd will induce uneasy 
feelings of deja vu. 

The dramatic set-up - a tower 
block siege, which can only be 
resolved by the gung-ho hero 
working his way to a kingpin's lair 
on the top floor - appears to be 
almost identical. 

So too is the script's insatiable 
blood lust. 

However, while The Raid 
orchestrated breathtakingly balletic 
fight sequences that were beautiful 
in their barbarity, Dredd takes a 
high-velocity gun to the heads of its 
nameless victims and splatters their 
brains across the camera lens. 

Travis lingers on the carnage with 
the introduction of a designer drug 
called Slo-Mo, which - as the name 
suggests - reduces the speed of 
skirmishes to a crawl a la 'bullet 
time' in The Matrix, allowing us to 
see the trajectory of bullets as they 
scythe through flesh and explode 
internal organs with sickening fury. 

It's a blessed far cry from Danny 
Cannon's cartoonish 1995 foray into 
this dystopian future with Sylvester 
Stallone in the title role. 

In the near future, America has 
been reduced to an irradiated 
wasteland and more than 400

million people are crammed into 
Mega City One on the eastern 
seaboard, which is patrolled by law¬ 
makers called Judges. 

The Chief Judge (Rakie Ayola) 
asks universally feared Judge Dredd 
(Karl Urban) to assess rookie 
Cassandra Anderson (Olivia Thirlby), 
a mutant with psychic powers. 

Reluctantly, Dredd mentors 
Anderson and they head to the 
Peach Trees mega-block, home to 
60,000 impoverished denizens, to 
investigate a triple homicide. 

The Judges apprehend Kay (Wood 
Harris) for the murders and using 
her abilities, Anderson surmises that 


the suspect is linked to sadistic 
dealer Ma-Ma (Lena Headey) and 
the supply of Slo-Mo. 

Before Dredd and his protegee 
can interrogate Kay, Ma-Ma locks 
down Peach Trees and orders the 
hoodlums and lowlifes in the 
building to kill the interlopers. 

Headey chews scenery with 
obvious relish. 

Special effects are solid and Travis 
acknowledges the 3D by throwing 
debris and severed limbs at the 
screen at regular intervals. 

Adrenaline junkies and hardcore 
fans of the comic should enjoy the 
unremittingly bleak rush.

MORE PENSIONERS BECOMING LANDLORDS 


There has been a steep rise in landlords aged 65-plus, 
suggesting that cash-strapped pensioners are using 
property to help fund their retirements.
